akter an abfence of many months, al- 
though above 300 miles diftant from 
my native place, I fancied myfelf ac 
Kome; and the profpeét of fo foon 
viding my Friends.coacraéted the dif- 
tance between Philadelphia and Bolton 
jnt6 a mere [pan, in comparifon'of the 
vat Atlantic, which hat teparated me 
from them bata fhort time before, 
` My laft informed you that we fhould 
praceed homewards by the fhorteft 
courfe ; but che pleafing accounts which 
we heard of Bethichem, greatly excited. 
our curioficy, and to gratify that pow- 
erful incentive wewere induced to alter 
our intended rout, and-vific thar ter- 
seftial paradife. 1 fhall not take up 
your time in cothplaints of bad roads 
and worleaccommodations, but inform 
you, that on the afternoon of the fe- 
cond day from our f tting out from 
Philadelphia, as we were paffing foli- 
tatily between two overhanging rocks, 
we fuddenly found ourlelves on che 
banks of a winding river ; and the 
beauty of the profpect which immedi- 
ately prefenced itlelt co view, Heft no 
room to doubt that we had arrived at 
the end of our excurfion, in fa& Beth- 
lehem was fituated on the oppofite fide. 
The view ofthis place ftrikesa traveller 
very agreeably, ic is in itfelf beautiful, 
and the pleafure arifing from the view 
of its beauties is not a little heightened, 
by the reflection, that y ouhave attained 
to the end of a very difagreeable ride. 
The town is builtin a verdant val- 
ley plentifully watered by the Dela- 
Ward, 
* The banks of this frefh water river, 
*ford a moft romantic fp-Aacie, as 
they are covered to the very waters 
edge with fhrubs af mvrtle, and other 
verdure, which are {uffzred co fhoct in 
all their natural luxuriancy. The al- 
mot impenetrable woods on the fur- 
rounding hills, ferve, not only to give 
añ idea ofan entire feclufion from a 
Wicked world, but reftrain the cye, & 
fix the attention upon themany beau- 
tes brought into one paintof view.

T hefe re fef ions occured to me while 
croffing the river; during this fhort 
paffage the ftricteft filence was obferv- 
ed, each feeming abforbed it rhe con- 
templation of the furrounding objects. 
Upon reaching the tavern we could 
not help congratulating each other up- 
onthe full cornpletion of our moft fan- 
guine expectaciozs. 

Th’s building is neatnefs itfelf; it

The church, the fingle fi- 
ter’s houfe, the fingle men’s houfe and 
the minifter’s houfe, are the moft ftrik~ 
ing objects, Wefirft vificed the fingle 
fiters. At the door of their huufe we 
were met by the abbefs, who with che 
trueft politefiefs, conducted us into e- 
very chamber ; we were much gratifi- 


-ed at the fight of this Temple of In- 


dultry, each chamber, which is large & 
commodious, is fet apare for fome 
branch of ufetul manufactures; in one 
were five or Gx looms, at which the 
filters were weaving linnenof various 
qualities; in othe s, numbers were 
carding wool, {pinning, knitting, and 
making various parts of wearing appa- 
rel, Afterjuft locking intothefe ruoms 
we vifited the kitchen and bed room ; 
here their neatness is moft particularly 
obfervable. The kitchen where two 
young women were preparing dinner 
for the whole fifterhood, was pecrectly
